There is “KTL” (Taxe) marking in a triangle and a blue manuscript "5c" to indicate the deficiency 
in French centimes. There is also a Penang transit mark of DE 1 1905. On arrival in London 
a “1d/ F.B./ B” mark was applied and there is a Stockport arrival mark of DE 24 05.

Underpaid PPC (Tanjong Boongar, Penang) from Taiping, Perak, Malaya to London, England 
partly paid with a copy of the 1 cent of 1904 postmarked 3 April 1906. The rate was 3 cents 
and the deficiency was 2 cents. 
There is a Taiping "tTp' (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle as well as a blue manuscript "1/5c" to denote 
the deficiency in French centimes. There is also a transit mark of Penang of 3 April 1906. There is a 
London "1d/ F.B.” mark to record the postage due collected.

June 1906 


Underpaid PPC (Post Office, Taiping) from Taiping, Perak to Somerset, England postmarked 28 JU 1906 
on a copy of the 1 cent FMS of 1904. The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency 2 cents. 
There is also a Taiping "tTp" (Taxe) mark and a blue manuscript "5c" to denote the deficiency in French 
centimes as well as a Penang transit mark of JU 29 1906. There is no arrival mark but there are London 
“dl F.B./ E" and “1d/ F.B./ E" marks, the latter to correct the first.

Selangor September 1906 


Underpaid PPC (Hooghly Shipping) from Port Sweettenham, Selangor, Federated Malay States, Malaya 
to London, England. Partly paid by a copy of the FMS 1904 1 cent postmarked 9 September 1906. The 
rate was 3 cents and the deficiency 2 cents. 

There is also a Port Swettenham "pTs" (Taxe) mark in a triangle. There is no indication that postage due 
was charged on arrival.

Underpaid postcard from Taiping, Perak to London En 
1906 FMS 1 cent. The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency 1 cent. 
There is also a Taiping "tTp" (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle together with a blue manuscript “2’4c" to 
indicate the deficiency in French centimes. There is a transit mark of Penang of SE 17 1906. There is 
then a London arrival mark of OC 16 06 as well as a "*^d/ F.B.” mark indicating postage due of 4d.

There is also a Taiping "T" (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle together with a blue manuscript “SC” to 
indicate the deficiency in French centimes. There is a transit mark of Penang of 28 DE 1906. There is a 
Dulverton arrival mark of JA19 07 as well as a London “1d/ F.B." mark indicating postage due of 1d.

Underpaid picture postcard (Botanical Gardens Kuala Lumpur) from Kuala Kubu, Selangor, Malaya to 
Rennes, France. The card is postmarked 12 November 1907 on two copies of the 1 cent FMS of 
1906.The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency was 1 cent. 

There is a Kuala Kubu "T K.K" (Taxe) mark in a triangle and a blue manuscript 10 to indicate the 
deficiency in French centimes. There is also a transit mark of Penang of 15 November 1907. There is no

Negri Sembilan via Penang 


March/April 1908 


Underpaid letter from Seremban, Negri Sembilan, Malaya to London, England postmarked MR 17 1908 
on a copy of the 3 cents of 1906. The rate was 4 cents and the deficiency one cent. 

On the obverse is a Seremban “T” (Taxe) mark in a triangle together with a biue manuscript "1/5" to 
denote both the first weight step and double the deficiency in French centimes. There is a London mark 
“¥4d/ F.B.” being the British equivalent of the 5 centimes. On the reverse there are unclear transit marks — 

of Penang and London and also arrival marks of Chiswick of 10 April 1908. ii!

Underpaid letter from Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya to Buiterdorg, Dutch East Indies partly paid by a 
copy of the FMS 3 cents of 1906 on the reverse postmarked AP 23 1908. The rate was 8 cents and 
the deficiency 5 cents. 

On the obverse there is a Kuala Lumpur "kTT" (Taxe) mark in a triangle and a blue manuscript incorrect 
"50C" mark to denote double the deficiency for a completely unpaid letter in French centimes. On the 
reverse there is a Singapore transit mark of AP 25 1908. The Buiterdorg arrival mark of 1 5 1908 is on 
copies of the 5 cents and 20 cents postage due stamps of 1882/92.

July/August 1908 


Underpaid letter from Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya to New York, USA. Postage is partly paid 
by copies of the 1 cent and 3 cents Federated Malay States of 1906 postmarked JY 13 1908. 
The correct rate was 8 cents and the deficiency 4 cents. 

Also on the obverse is a Kuala Lumpur “KTP (Taxe) marking in a triangle and a marking in blue 
manuscript of "1/20" to denote a) the first weight stage and b) double the deficiency in French centimes. 
On the reverse there is a Penang transit mark of JY 15 1908. On the obverse there is a New York 
postage due mark “5 cents” indicating that there was postage due of 5 cents. On the reverse 
there is a New York arrival mark of AUG 20 1908.
